NO ON'E can read the Bible in a thoughtful way 
without seeing that it makes much of man- 
hood. The hook of Genesis contains fifty chapters, 
anil covers twenty-three centuries of human his- 
tory, and yet a third of it is devoted to telling us 
about the manhood of Abraham, and a fifth of it 
to that of Joseph. The story of creation is told 
in eight hundred words, hut a great deal more 
space is given to the story of Caleb's rugged char- 
acter. A whole book is filled with the story of Job, 
and another with that of Daniel, while long chap- 
ters here and there tell us of other men who are 
safe examples to follow. 

God thus shows very plainly what he considers 
important by where He has put the emphasis. He 
is not a respecter of persons, but he is a respecter 
of character, and a very great respecter of it, too. 
Indeed he does more titan respect it; — He admires 
it- Hear His admiration for the character of Job — 
'■He is perfect." We are also told that the steps of 
a pood man are ordered by the Lord, and that He 
delights in his way; and this, we take it, means in 
plain English, that God loves to watch a real man 
go and grow. 

Notice too, how the Bible dwells upon the real 
manly things about a man. There is a heartiness 
in the way in which it tells us about what a man 
does when he does it well. Notice how Abraham 
towers up like a mountain ahove the hiils, when 
he stands before the king: of Sodom, and pushes 
away all the rich spoil that ha? been offered him. 
He savs in tones that ring like a golden bell, "I 
have lifted up my hand to the Lord, the most high 
God, that I will not take so much as a thread or a 
shoe lutchet from the king of Sodom. lest he 
should sav, '1 have made Abrant rich-'" Stand 
your modern grafter up alongside of manhood like 
that and see how it will shrivel him. 

See Joseph carrving himself blameless through 
the fierv temptations of Potiphnr's house; Daniel 
keepine'himseif pure in the king's palace; Moses, 
in the 'grandeur of his princely manhood, pushing 
aside the scepter of the greatest kingdom in the 
world, to do the thing his heart told him was right. 
Mark well these instances and you will see that the 
manly thing is powerfully stressed in the ; Bible. 

God wants us to realize clearly what true man- 
hood is, that we may be enamored of it and inspir- 
ed by it. As David said to Solomon. '"Be thou 
strontr. and show thyself a 
man," so does the Word of 
God speak to every man. 
Aim high! Aim for char- 
acter! Aim for manhood! 
it you would please God.

The Army Purga Colony is a 

Haven of Refuge for Many of 

this Fast-dwindling Race 

T-iItOM llio nnlhropoloKist's point of 
p view ono of the most inieresUni; 
! species of mankind for study la 

to ho found in Australia. They nro 
known ns 1 lie Aborigines, which 
simply means t lio eurliosi known ln- 
hnbltonts of thai continent. They 
lmvo dnrlt .skins, broad negro-likn 
noses, deep-set eyes, and the men 
usually grow long shaggy beards. 

To theso people of mysterious origin 
The Siilvntion Army extends its help- 
ing blind. In South Queensland The 
Army has a settlement, called the 
Purga Colony, where Australia's fnst- 
dlsappenring first inhabitants nre 
gathered and given a chance in life. 

Their little huts, along with the siih- 
stnntlal dormitories, the school, ami 
Officers' Quarters, form quite a vil- 
lage, and, while a railway station is 
adjacent to the centre of the Colony, 
no visitors communicate without the 
the manager's permission. The old 
are there, the middle-aped come and 
go as their work on various surround- 
ing farms and stations necessitates, 
but Hie all-important work is that 
among the children. 

Had the aboriginal children of ear- 
lier generations enjoyed the same 
privileges, what a glorious preventive 
work would have been accomplished.

They are educated, having a splendid 
schoolmistress, ami. under the direc- 
tion of the Officers, are indued, the 
girls in house duties and the hoys in 
fnrm work. Meanwhile they are jeal- 
ously protected from the evils which 
would assail them as they grow. 

The Aborigine nearly worships a 
fire. What a picturesque sight it is 
to see a group of dusky-skinned boys 
and girls sitting aivund a blazing lire 
at night and roasting sweet potatoes! 
The glow oi the crackling fire lights 
up their countenances. They sing 
as the sparks fly upward. By and 
by they tire, knee! down, clasp their 
hands reverently and sing their even- 
ing prayer, commitiias themselves 
into the care of Him Whom they 
have learned is the Father of tin- 
black races as well us the white.

THE preacher refers to our eternal 
home as a "Long Homo" — the 
time it takes to so 1b so short 
compared with the eternal Joys of 
Heaven, or the eternal misery of the 
lost. 

Man was not intended to be a 
tramp, but a traveler. LiTe ought not 
lo he an experience in which we are 
dragged op driven, we should travel 
along the highway of Holiness on 
our journey home with buoyant step. 

The message is a very simple 
one. Home is a beautiful word: sad 
indeed must he the person whose 
heart does not thrill with joy when 
he says, "Now I'll go home." 

Home is a creation of the spiritual 
far more than tho physical; it can- 
not be built of bricks, or stone, or 
wood; Ihese may rurnish material 
to make a home, hut they cannot add 
the altar or the sacrifice which given 
home the divine touch. 

A young preacher once went, dur- 
ing a vacation, to see his parents.

said to the Corinthians, "For now 
we see through a glass darkly, but 
then face to face.

Our love to God is the only thing 
that can satisfy the soul. Being 
Jealous for our work won't do it; 
being methodical, and pTompt in all 
our business is good, hut it will not 
give us any pleasure if our love for 
God Is not real.

"Ueiigious (raining is not usually regarded as 
n means or making money," said the writer, "but 
I here appears lo he an increasing tendency to 
regard religious education as a matter of economic 
necessity and to urge attention to ihe church mid 
Sunday school from the standpoint of dollars and 
cento In the national treasury. The enormous 
cost of suppressing crime and supporting crim- 
inals has inspired the following statements which 
illustrate the (rend of thought among American 
writers and lecturers.

The people of New Jersey 
and the nation as taxpayers nnd rout payers must 
font this huge bill. It 1h cheaper to invest money 
in I lie chiinicler-liulliliiig prbeesm of religious edu- 
cation than to hllild Jails anil relorniaturies to 
prolect (ttt ri'oin tho i'chiiIIh of our neglect.'

lack or religious training or the children. Along 
those lines may I note that during the past six- 
teen vears more than seven thousand persons 
charged with crime appeared before me, and the 
vast majority of them had a record of neglected 
childhood. More than four thousand were between 
Ihe ages of sixteen and twenty-one years and or 
that number only three were members of Sunday 
schools at the time of commission of their crimes. 
The saving power of the Suuday school is Indis- 
putable; It Is one of the greatest character-build- 
ing agents In the world: its teachings the most 
effective antidote for delinquency and crime.' 

"When the general public learns what an 
enormous amount of money is expended for en- 
forcing the law, in apprehending Its violators and 
supporting them after they are apprehended, per- 
haps there will be a demand for amplication of 
the only remedy that exists to remove evil." 

Yet il must he remembered that it Is the Indi- 
vidual responsibility of parents to train their 
children in the knowledge, reverence and worship 
of God. The Sunduy School whs made necessary 
and created because parents tell down on their 
duty. One of the greatest needs of to-day is for 
sterling Christian homes where God reigns and 
His laws are taught. The call is timely for a 
definite selling lip of Tamily altars and a prae- 
tiiatl expression of the Indwelling Christ in the 
everyday life or parents. 

There Is also n need for a larger and move

IT WAS Lycurgus who said that 
Sparta needed no stone wall, for 
every soldier was a brick.

ESSENTIALS OF GOOD SINGING 

By SISTER MRS. HAMILTON, YorltviHe, Toronto 

GRANTED that a Songster has a voice lie will not be a songster unless lie 
has one and loves to use it for the glory of God-tile most important 
requisite for successful work in a Songster Brigade is to be possessed of an 
accurate sense ui piu-ii. 

An observant person will agree that nothing so exposes it Urigade to Hie 
ridicule of the unsympathetic- listener as singing out of pitch; and further, 
psychologists tell us that ■certain dissonances in music have uu irritant quality 
which is very depressing to the nervous system, being equivalent in some cases 
to physical pain. Therefore, we who siilfHwe it to our listeners, we owe it to 
ourselves, we owe it to fiod. to spare no effort or attention in making our 
music a "thing of beanty and a joy forever." 

There are two very evident reasons why some Songsters sing out of tune. 
One is that they usually try to sing too loudly. Music never is a thing of 
Humility so much as it is a thing of quality, and for that reason volume of 
sound should not be the objective or a Songster Brigade nearly so much as a 
-veil-balanced, perfectly blended quality of tone. Further, the ability to sing 
a real pianissimo in which every part is perfectly blended, yet can be distinctly 
heard, is one of the things only acquired after long practice. 

Another reason for tintiineful singing is failure to listen to one's own 
singing. It is an undisputed 
'fact that in every branch of 
musical art this matter of 
listening is very important: in- 
deed it is considered by some 
to be the characteristic par 
excellence of the musiuian-in- 
the-inuking. Of course some 
people are born with a more 
acute sense of pitch than 
others, hut a good ear is some- 
thing every Songster may. and 
indeed must, acquire. One very 
simple method of ear-training 
for the busy woman in the 
home -comes to me now. When- — 

ever vou have occasion to dust The artist ' Bandmaster Good.er, illustrates 
the room in which the piano is. a re « nt article on " Thtt ldeal Bandiman- 
play the key-chord c-f any scab — C.E.G : F.A.C, or (l.D.D; then strike up a 
tune in that key and sing it through while about your work. When you have 
finished, play lhe chord again and allow your car to tell you whether or not 
you have fluislied in exact tune. It is surprising how one's sense of pitch will 
improve with a little attention. 

One good method of ear-trainiug used by experienced Sohgster Leaders 
is to select a very well-known hymn or selection and have the Brigude sing 
it through quietly unaccompanied, the organist playing a chord here and there. 
Nothing is so characteristic of nn efficient, well-trained Songster Brigade as 
the ability to sing n given selection unaccompanied in perfect pitch; but it is 
a regrettable fact that one voice singing out of pitch will usually cause most 
of the other singers in the Brigade to do the same. 

It is a common tendency in singers who are a little lacking in musical 
good taste to sing low notes softly and to take the high notes with a burst of 
sound. This mauner of singing is so contrary to the laws of proportion, and 
therefore of beauty, that it strikes the musically cultivated as being rather 
grotesque. Nothing is more beautiful and effective than a high soprano or tenor 
note tuken softly, and low notes which are sung with a full tone can be very 
broad and majestic. Moderation in all things nnd the right thing in the right 
place is so much an evidence of musicianship as it is of what is called good- 
breeding and refinement. Exaggeration of any kind — in dress, speech, singing 
— is a sure sign erf an immature mind. 

One other critical point in Songster work is the manner of singing a sus- 
tained note. Like unaccompanied and pianissimo singing, this Is a mark of 
training and good taste. If the sustained note is to be sung softly it should 
begin pianissimo and gradually swell slightly louder and as gradually 
diminish agaiti, trailing off to a certain length when the. leader's baton causes- 
it to die a natural death. On the contrary, if tbe sustained note is to be 
taken loudly, the difficulty is in keeping up the volume to the very Inst fraction 
of the beat.

THE AIR 

The art of town planning has in these . 
days become so important a factor in ;: 
promoting mental anil physical well- 
being that it is not surprising to find 
air pilots nt work surveying con- 
gested areas. 

Perhaps in no way is the social use- 
fulness of flying craft, better 'demon- 
strated, lis adaptation to sciences 
and studies which have been slow of 
development for want ot breadth of 
view and a clarity of outlook only 
partly possible in the past, may prove 
j be ii movement of great v ilue to 
our modern communities. 

This is due to the fact that the 
study of city extension and its atten- 
dant piTjblems is a field in which the 
bird's-eye view of tbe aerial observer 
is particularly useful. And when It ' 
is remembered that a cily or a town 
with which, perhaps, one is thorough- 
ly familiar on tho ground is often 
unrecognisable at first glance from 
the air. it must be obvious that the 
freshness and the completeness of 
vision made possible by air recon- 
naisanco can scarcely fail to roveal 
the solution in many of the town- 
planner's problems. 

It is often surprising, in Hying over 
various cities and large towns, to dis- 
cover that the dislricts of them which 
one. would have said to be the most 
congested and the least spacious are 
often, in fact, not so. 

One forms the habit, for example, 
of Imagining that parks arc relatively 
of far greater area than air observa- 
tion will prove, and that main roads 
arc comparatively straight when in 
reality- they curve and twist. 

To go up in a machine over a big 
city is a revelation of ono's real ig- 
norance of Unit city's formation and 
territorial character, and tho acciden- 
tal discovery of this fact is probably 
the reason why airmen are being 
employed to carry out so much sur- 
veying and map-making nowadays.
